bimself that only such laws are made ss ought to be
obeyed. Avd your duty ss patriots is to understand
clearly that, by ali its ante “edents, your conutry is con-
secrated to the cause of Freedom; that it waa discov-
ered when the great principle of Homan Libarty was
about to be orgsnized into human institutions; that it
was settled by men who wore eailed by reason of their
loyalty to that principle: that it separated politicall
from its mother country because that llrim'ip]elmi
been assaPed; and that it began i« peonliar existenco
by foru ally declaring it falth in Human Freedom aod
Equality; ‘and, therefire, that whatever in its gov-
ernaent or poliy tends to Limit or destroy that free.
dom apd equalify is anti American and unpatriotic,
because Ametion a5 Liberty are inseparable ideas,
Doubtless, ic every civilized and inteliigent society
there is no need of saying that the public laws nast
be obeyed. But the rule ie subjec? to a very grave
exception, The name of law bas always heen the
glove, muitled in which the name of tyranuy has taken
iiberty by the throst.

Yoii have no 1ight to sophisticate your miuds, You
are not tu suppose that & law is, gnder all circom-
stauces, to be obeyed: you would be por children of
seven years' armed disobedience to laws if you be-
lieved ihat, A civilized and intelligent society obeys
the law. When ths law begins to grind, that com.
munity changes it, if it makes its own Inws, or protests
if it does mot, If protest is of mo avail, and the law
still grinds, the community changes the lawmakers at
whatever coit of time, and money, and blood,

You bave heard it s thousand timee: it is s Fourth
of July oration, Bat we must go one step further,
to the issue uwpen which, so far as we cam see, the
whole fuiure of the race depends, Tn the world upon
which you are entering, you will be told that with us
all excuse for disobedience is removed, hicause we
can fo easily and often chavge fhe Iaws: that if
Charles I, had really summoned the whole people of
Frgland to & parlisment, and had oxecuted their will,
Cromwel! and Hampden would have bad no reason;
that if the Ameiiean eclonias hal been fairly repre-
serted Wasbington would have been s mere rebel.
But, gentlemen, amid the jorgon o vorrapt politics,
ard the shivering sophistries of timidity and indiffer-
erce and ease, which blow upon every geceration of
yourg bearts, as the suffocating sirocco blows over
wpringiog grain, remember stea iily that laws are of
two kinde—those which concern us as vitizens, and
those which affect us 88 men, We are born mer,
with certain indefeasible woral duties, whether our
birth chazce i Ching or New-Englasd; and we are
born citizens, with certain obligations to the law, If,
thier: fore, the Iaw of the land, enated by & majority
of the people, declares that you must pay a heavy
fax—that s railrosd may tEiﬂ-v-- your garden—that &
duty may be levied upon the goads you import—how-
ever Injurious the effeet may be, you can have no
rightto resist foreibly, because the wn-w}wnu« of
forcible resistance would be universal confusion and
irjury, and becauee, if it be found to be & grievance
by the majority, they will presently put it 1ight, aud,
meanwhile, your pecuniary lose is your share of the
vompromiae Tor the genernl eecurity. These are laws
{hat concern us only as citizens in vur relations to the
State. I themselves, they have ne moral character
or importance.
